Astrology is something more than mathematics; that something 
is spirituality. | know many astrologers who know more about the 
science than | do, and yet | have been more accurate in my pre- 
dictions. Why? It is because | am an inspirational (spiritual) type of 
astrologer. A purely mechanical astrologer is of very little value, 
because it is absolutely impossible for the mind to successfully blend 
all the elements of a chart. 

Now, after more than six months of careful scrutiny of the work 
of Dr. Frederick Hathaway, of Vancouver, | find him in complete har- 
mony with my own ideas regarding the science of astrology. Dr. 
Hathaway has the time and the ability to render satisfactory astro- 
logical advice. His charges are less than mine, and | believe he is 
a better astrologer. His fee is $10.00 for a life analysis, and $10.00 
for a year’s prediction, providing the correct time of birth is known;

No astrologer, no matter what his ability, can afford to 
do it for less. Even at that it’s only common laborers’ pay for the 
time he puts in, to say nothing of the years of experience. So | am 
saying to those of my friends who have asked me for readings, Dr. 
Hathaway will be more than pleased to take care of your needs. His

And while on the subject of Dr. Mathews we have some material 
from his pen which will be published from month to month, repre- 
senting the teachings of the Aryan Astrological Occult Church of 
Christ (A. A. O. C. C.) which will revise your ideas of God and 
religion and science. | have contacted numerous mystical schools for 
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the past 30 years; but none of them compared with the teachings 
given out through Dr. Hathaway. | had long since given up the idea 
that | would ever contact any group teachings that would completely 
appeal to me, as do these, perhaps with minor exceptions. And to 
the many new readers we have acquired, we would urge that you get 
a copy of the January number, containing the first of this series, 
resumed in the May number. 

The concensus of opinion, by not only our readers, but leaders in 
the realm of religion, science, philosophy and economics, is that 
The Beacon Light is the best balanced magazine before the American 
public today; and in all modesty we believe so too. 

| may say we are getting wonderful results from the sample copies 
that vou are sending your friends; so in order to encourage you we 
are again repeating our offer of last month, on the January number 
only, of 10 copies for $1.00. We have a surplus of them, because we 
printed a double edition. The February number was sold out before 
the month was out, and reprinted in permanent form, under the title 
Origin and Destiny of the Jews. The March and April numbers were 
nearly all sold out, although we printed an extra number. The May 
number is sold out and we have re-printed a second edition in per- 
manent form under the title Coming Events. For the June number 
we doubled our usual quantity, and still have a few hundred of that 
number left. 

This is a remarkable showing. Most of the credit for the increase 
in our circulation is due to the efforts of our readers and friends. The 
large amount of research work necessary for putting out the mag- 
azine made it necessary for us to discontinue our astrological service 
and the amount of time we spend in selling merchandise is almost 
down to zero, except as it comes through the mail. In the month of 
May we travelled nearly three thousand miles, all of which was for 
missionary work, speaking engagements, etc., and none of it for sell- 
ing merchandise; so from now on, practically the whole of our time 
must be devoted to the magazine. 

We have only a few MONTHS—not years—left for preparation; 
for the wrecking crew is all ready to walk in and tear down the old 
man-made structure. And those of us who have been teaching the 
laws of God will commence practical operations in building up the 
new order. This will be done by little groups here and there who move 
out of the large cities and put the laws of God into practical dem- 
onstration in their everyday life. You would be delightfully surprised 
if you knew our plans for the future. All | can say is, you have many 
surprises in store for you in the next few months. 
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The new order of things will come through men and women who, 
through knowledge of astrology and the Pyramid, have learned some 
of the the hidden meanings of your Christian Bible; and it takes these 
two keys to unlock the door. Astrology, the Pyramid and the Bible 
will be the basis of a new scientific Christianity. The hidden mys- 
teries of the Bible will throw confusion into the ranks of the theo- 
logians with their speculation and guess-work; and we shall have 
much to say about the subject of scientific religion, the religion of 
the Aquarian Age.

We believe the series of articles by Dr. Fade will do much to 
satisfy the desire for knowledge of thousands who are now in the 
enemy's camp. | don’t blame the communists for being mad at the 
religionist of today; I’ve been mad at them myself, and disillusioned 
for about forty years. Your so-called Christian churches are just as 
much Babylonian as the Jewish synagogues; it’s only a matter of 
degree. | don’t blame the materialist for being disgusted with organ- 
ized religion; the churches have failed miserably, and will go down 
to destruction with the old order of things, as they should.

We have been criticized by some who are devoting all their time 
to fighting Communism, because they considered we waste time on 
astrology. Well, the smashing blows received by the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration the last few days in June are a fulfillment of my astro- 
logical predictions of the last few months, and especially in the June 
and July numbers.

Alas, | fear Congress 
will have adjourned before this appears in print. | 
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program. You ask on what charge? Friends, the charges are too 
numerous to mention; pick out any one that suits you, and go to it. 
Briefly, he has violated his oath of office, not once, but hundreds of 
times. Under the present New Deal set up, any election in 1940 
would be a frace, just as the election of 1936 was a colossal hoax 
and no election at all. 

Impeach Roosevelt, repeal the New Deal laws, and throw out of 
office all the Communists, Jews and others, appointed by Roosevelt. 
There are enough New Deal laws on the statute books to make it im- 
possible for the American people to ever express themselves freely 
at the ballot.

x It was necessary for America to rebel against the tyranny of King 
George III; and unless Congress carries out their sworn duties, to pro- 
tect the Constitution and the liberties of the people, patriotic citi- 
zens will convince them that they can do the job themselves. Jew- 
controlled England is now guiding the policies of America. There can 
be no mutual co-operation between the various branches of the An- 
glo-Saxon race, as long as they are Jew controlled, although | am in 
favor of that co-operation once the Jew control is broken, because it 
is so written in the Scriptures, that we should and would work co-op- 
eratively. At present | would no sooner trust Jew-controlled England 
than | would a rattlesnake, although God knows we have nothing to 
brag about here in America, for our Jew-inspired alien administra- 
tion is just as ‘untrustworthy. The Anglo-Saxon peaple, the world 
over, must regain the liberty they once enjoyed under the laws of 
Israel. There can be no peace, liberty of action or freedom of speech, 
once the Israel laws are set aside.

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Let me emphasize once again: nearly three thousand years ago the 
Jews departed from the laws of Israel. They were then only a small 
handful. What are now known as the Anglo-Saxon or Nordic people 
continued to follow the laws of Israel, to a degree; and so we find the 
most advanced people of the world among the Anglo-Saxon people. 
This is in keeping with the promises of the Scriptures® Jews are Mon- 
golian anti-Christian people. At least 75 per cent of them havent a 
trace of original Hebrew blood in their veins; for tens of thousands 
were forced to embrace Judaism for fear of death in different times 
of history. You will find one instance in the Book of Esther, which | 
have quoted many times beore. 

Roosevelt, and most of his key men, in and out of the Cabinet, 
either have this Mongolian blood in their veins, or are under such 
control. They are devoting all their time, energy and money to root- 
ing out the Israel laws from our culture, schools and government. The 
Bible has long since disappeared from your publis schools; and | re- 
cently discovered that in all the resort hotels, where Jews congregate, 
the Christian Gideon Bible has disappeared. Let me quote the man- 
ager of one of the leading hotels in Los Angeles, the one where Tom 
Mooney: was recently a guest during his stay. | have been watching 
this hotel for several years, and | find that all the leaders of the So- 
cialist and Communist movements make this their headquarters. 
When asked why there were no Bibles in his hotel he said, ‘It’s an 
old fogy book.“ He was then asked what he would do if a guest asked 
for a Bible. He replied, “Get one if we could, and put it in the bill.“ 

We intend to compile a list of the hotels on the Pacific Coast which 
have outgrown the Bible, and then publish them; for the Christian 
people of this country have a right to know which hotels have gone 
over to the Talmud. The Jews are only 2 per cent of the popula- 
tion. How long will they keep their doors open on Jew money? 

Again | say, let every patriotic journal in the land print this slo- 
gan: “Impeach Roosevelt; Repeal the New Deal Laws.” Have it 
printed on your stationery, and in six months we will have the coun- 
try Jew conscious. We intend to carry out this suggestion ourselves. 
Another suggestion: have a rubber stamp made, and stamp it on 
every piece of literature you send out. 

In the meanwhile, let us get our legal talent together, and frame 
the grounds for impeachment. We have taken it on the chin long 
enough. The best defense is offense; let’s attack. This campaign 
can reach tremendous proportions even before 1939 has expired. As 
an astrologer, | would say that Roosevelt was never so vulnerable to 
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attack as now. It would take very little to entirely smash the whole 
New Deal regime. What are we waiting for? The firing squad to 
clean us up? If we allow the New Deal program to be completed, and 
it is now 95 per cent complete, all who believe in Christian ethics will 
be exterminated, whether you are leaders or not.

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ASTROLOGY COMES. OF AGE 
By Elbert Benjamine, President of the Church of Light 


For a very long time almost any periodical ot materialistic scien- 
tist running dry on ideas could get a bit of applause by giving as- 
trology a resounding kick in the seat of the pants. Astrology had be- 
come something of a vicarious stooge, on which anyone whose reg- 
ular stooge was absent could vent his coarse witicism. 

And astrology was largely to blame for this, because masquerad- 
ing under its name there were fortune-tellers, charlatans, and a wide 
variety of quacks who had no competent knowledge of astrology. 

Now the real astrologers have changed this, and as a result press 
and other attacks against astrology are subsiding. In the spring of 
1932 there was started a Seven-Years-Campaign For Astrological 
Prestice and Legal Recognition. Since that time three objectives. 
have become accomplished facts: 

l. A Standard of Practice has been established which requires 
an Ethical Standard Astrologer either to use a birth-chart erected 
for the time of day of birth, or inform his client conclusions reached 
are incomplete. 

2. Standard Astrology, with which an Ethical Standard Astrol- 
oger must be familiar, is defined in Minimum Requirements of As- 
trological Education, which has been endorsed by about 98 per cent 
of the astrologers and astrological students of America. 

3. Not only fortune-tellers and charlatans, but also quack as- 
trologers rapidly are being separated in the public mind from Ethical 
Standard Astrologers. 

In due course of time it is the aim of the astrological organiza- 
tions co-operating in this campaign to get legislation passed by 
which only those who have passed an examination indicating they 
are familiar with STANDARD ASTROLOGY, can acquire a license to 
practice astrology. As in other professions, this will protect the pub- 
lic from those ignorant of the calling they follow. Such legislation 
will not determine the method used by the astrologer in his prac- 
tice; but it will insure his understanding astrology. 

To get such legislation passed, it is essential first that the public 
shall become fully aware of the difference between the quacks and 
exploiters who affect astrology, and Ethical Standard Astrologers. 
We must let the public know that an Ethical Standard Astrologer 
now has a code of conduct and standards which are as strict as those 


of law, religion or medicine.

MAJOR GENERAL GEORGE VAN HORN MOSELEY, Retired 

before House of Representatives Committee on Un-American 
Activities, June 1, 1939, in House Caucus Room, Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Chairman, in complying with your instructions, | have verified 
all references in the statement | am about to read. Also, to save the 
time of the Committee, | found | could cut out a number of pages 
referring to matters already fully covered in my answers to the quest- 
ions put to me by the Committee yesterday. 

l gladly accepted your instructions to appear here without sub- 
poena. It was impossible for me to reach Washington on the date 
originally set. It was necessary for me to stop over in Atlanta to rest 
up a little after traveling two weeks, and, especially, to visit a hosp- 
ital in connection with a bruised ankle—something which had oc: 
curred on the trip. | read with much interest the report that this 
Committee had concluded to adjourn until August. It made me real- 
ize that there was nothing in my action which seemed to demand 
immediate investigation, from the point of view of the Committee. 
Apparently, the Committee felt that our Republic was safe until 
August, at least, from being overturned or blown up by me. 

From my point of view, the two great problems which confront our 
Republic today are: First, the battle for honorable peace and the 
elimination of the campaign of international hate; and, Second, the 
battle within our gates at home to overcome those subversive influ- 
ences which are definitely attempting, | believe, to destroy us or to

change our form of government fundamentally. We are the oldest 
republic existing today in the world. We have made the world’s record 
in the length of our existence. Has our time come now to go? | hope 
not. But, the handwriting on the wall is as clear as a bell for those 
who are willing to read the evidence. 
An accurate portrayal of what would happen to the world in con- 
nection with Communism was written by the Netherland’s Minister 
at Petrograd, who was then handling certain affairs for the British. 
This communication was received by Mr. Balfour, September 18, 
1918, | quote the following from his letter: 
The danger is now so great that | feel it my duty to call the at- p 
tention of the British and all other Governments to the fact that if 
an end is not put to Bolshevism in Russia at once the civilization of | 
the whole world will be threatened.

as above stated, Bolshevism is nipped in the bud immediately, it is 
bound to spread in one form or another over Europe and the whole 
i} world, as it is organized and worked by Jews who have no nationality, 
4 and whose one object is to destroy for their own ends the existing 
i t order of things.

THE LWWATION OF JULY 16 1939 


This lunation is a very powerful one, due to the fact that 
there are 3 powerful planets, each in l degree of a fixed sign.

The three quotations just given to you are found in the Congress- 
ional Library, 

The experience of Russia, where millions of Christians were killed, 
stands before us, Trotsky, the Minister of War, who, himself, ordered 
the killing of some three million Christians, is now our neighbor in 
the so-called democracy of Mexico, Then, we have before our eyes, 
the case of Hungary, where Bela Kun led the murder squads, Fortun- 
ately, we see that the tide has completely turned in Hungary, where 
steps have been taken to prevent a recurrence, Then, we have, for 
our benefit, the terrible experience of Germany, under the inter- 
nationalists ofter the Armistice, Do you realize that Russia expected 
Germany to be the next State in Europe to go Communist? But for- 
tunately, the character of the German people was aroused, and they 
have thrown off the Communist yoke, 

Those who stupidly accept Communism as 20th Century American- 
ism should read the Manifesto of the 8th Convention of the Commun- 
ist Party of the United States, in April 1934, declaring: 

“The revolutionary way out of the crisis begins with the fight for 
unemployment insurance, against wage-cuts, for wage increases, for 
relief to the farmers-—through demonstrations, strikes, general strikes 
leading up to the seizure of power, to the destruction of capitalism 
by a revolutionary workers’ government,” 

If this does not awaken the American people, they would do well 
to read what Earl Browder declared in his book “What is Commun- 
ism?”, published in 1936; 

“The revolution does not simply happen; it must be made, (P 163) 

There must be what we communists call ‘a revolutionary situation,’ 

Thus, some form of violence is unavoidable, There is no possible 
choice between violence and non-violence. The only choice is between 
the two sides of the class struggle.” (P. 169) 

If they are still unconvinced, they might turn to the September 9, 
22 issue of Pravda (Moscow official Communist organ) declaring: 

impeach Roosevelt: Repeal the New Deal Lows 
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“The world-wide nature of our program is not mere talk but an 
all-embracing and blood-soaked reality. It cannot be otherwise. Our 
ultimate aim is world communism; our fighting preparations are for 
world revolution, for the conquest of power on a world-wide scale, 
and the establishment of a world proletarian dictatorship.” 

At this point, | want to state most emphatically that | do not by 
any means endorse this proposition, that all Jews are communists, or 
that all communists are Jews. In the very nature of things, no loyal 
Jewish American can possibly be a communist. That outstanding 
Jewish American, Samuel Gompers, who was head of the American 
Federation of Labor, was so resolutely opposed to Communism, that 
he declared: 

can think of nothing that would constitute a more needless and 
base betrayal of civilization than American recognition of Soviet 
Russia.” 

Individual Jews can be as good American citizens as anyone else, 
But, unfortunately, serious embarrassments are placed in their way 
by organized Jewry proclaiming that all Jews re a distinct nation- 
ality.” In his book The Jewish Problem—How to Solve It”, by the 
great Jewish leader Louis D. Brandeis, it is asserted: 

"Let us all recognize that we Jews are a distinct nationality of 
which every Jew, whatever his country, his station or shade of belief 
is necessarily a member.” (Page 25). 

That is followed by the further assertion: 

“Organize, Organize, Organize, —until every Jew in America must 
stand up and be counted—counted with us—or prove himself wit- 
tingly or unwittingly, of the few who are against their own people. 
(Page 26). 

Such a condition of affairs manifestly creates divided or dual alle- 
giance, wholly inconsistent with wholehearted loyalty to any Nation, 
by those affiliating with such organized Jewry. Brandeis’ said proc- 
lamation can not be lightly brushed aside, when it is borne in mind 
that, in a world-wide poll of Jewish communities in 1937, he was 
elected (along with Red Litvinov) to the Jewish Hall of Fame, as 
among the 120 Greatest Living Jews ) 1938 World Almanac, page 
413). ; 

Moreover, the existence of an organized World Jewry is also de- 
clared in Fireside Discussion Group Leaflet No. VII of the Anti-Def- 
amation League of the Jewish B'nai B,Rith: 

"Approximately a race, definitely a type, and consciously a unity, 
we are an historic people—a world community.” (page 3). 

The same proposition is reaffirmed by Rabbi Louis T. Loeb, of 
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Washington, D. C., who proclaimed his “creed” in favor of Jerusa- 
lem as head capital of a United States of the World.“ (Who's Who 
in the Nation’s Capitol 1929-1930, pp. 447-8). 

All subversive activities are largely dependent upon false propa- 
ganda. The latest case of such propagande is in connection with the 
war just closed in Spain, where, our sympathies were worked upon in 
the interest of the so-called Loyalist Government, one of the vilest 
governments in all history, now that the curtain has been raised and 
we see the complete picture. During the progress of that war, the 
press would not accept anything to the contrary. From coast to coast 
our people were fed with the most unfortunate kind of propaganda. 
With the war over, what are the facts, | quote the following from 
one of our National dailies: 

“It took the last day of the Spanish war to strip the mask of de- 
mocracy off the faces of Communism in the so-called ‘Loyalist’ gov- 
ernment. The cleverly named ‘Loyalists’ had a lot of people deceived 
for a long time, particularly in the United States. 

But when the last vestige of ideological camouflage and subter- 
fuge has been removed, the fact that Communists had been running 
the Loyalist government of Spain stands out clearly and incontrover- 
tibly. 

The deluded and misguided Americans who have been giving their 
money and lending their names and reputations to the cause of Loy- 
alist’ Spain, thinking they were aiding democracy, must now realize 
that they were misled into supporting a Communist enterprise. 

American educators and scientists and clergymen who thought 
they were upholding the cause of democracy must now at least un- 
derstand that they have been stooges for Communism. 

These Americans have been the victims of a brazen sham and a 
most deliberate fraud. 

They have been in the company of the desecrators of churches and 
religious institutions, the despoilers of the sacred emblems and sym- 
bols of a people’s faith, and mutilators and murderers of priests and 
nuns. 

They have given moral support and finincial aid to revolution and 
anarchy conceived in Red Russia. 

They have abetted the spread of atheism and godlessness, by 
which Communism has striven to undermine civilization and to turn 
people from their faith in God.“ (Atlanta Georgian, March 183, 
1939). 

I ask you, wouldn't it have been better and fairer to our people 
to have given them the facts in reference to the Spanish situation 
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from day to day? With these examples before us, wouldn't it be bet- 
ter for us to enlighten the American people fully and frankly in ref- 
erence to the serious problems confronting us today? 

When | stated yesterday that the Army is not permitted to inves- 
tigate communist activities, | was not merely surmising. The Con- 
gressional Record of Sept. 10, 1935, Col. 79, pp. 15270-1, which 
a NAVAL INTELLIGENCE MEMORANDUM of April 1, 1935, which 
described itself as “a comprehensive survey of communist activities 
in the United States at the present time“, including “fringe revolu- 
tionists“, too lacking in intestinal fortitude to go all the way with 
communism, but who stand by and urge the communist to do his 
worst, and provide him with protection, sympathy and defense while 
he commits the overt act they have not the courage to commit them- 
selves.” In less than three months thereafter, the New York Times 
of Dec. 7, 1935, carried an article regarding this subject stating: 

“Following a conference with representatives of religious organi- 
zations, President Roosevelt has instructed the Army and Navy to 
make no comments on any civilian organization or its policies with- 
out his specific consent, it was declared today by the National con- 
ference of Jews and Christians.” 

There has never been any denial of the matter set forth in this ar- 
ticle nor is there any evidence of any investigation of communist ac- 
tivities by either the Army nor the Navy since then. 

Now, let us come to my letter involving Mr. Louis L. Strauss, mem- 
ber of KUHN, LOEB & COMPANY, New York bankers.

My dear General: 

Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of the seventeenth instant, 
in reference to a meeting with Mr. Lewis L. Strauss, member of the 
firm, KUHN, LOEB AND COMPANY, New York Bankers. The mat- 
ter to which he refers is only a very small incident in a world-wide 
problem. 
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In the work | am trying to do, | am only interested in one thing, 
and that is the future of my country. That involves material ques- 
tions which should be secondary, and American manpower and breed- 
ing which are, after all, primary and all important. 

The condition of American manpower at any given moment is the 
barometer of ability to go on as a Republic. 

Initially | never mentioned the word, ‘Jew’, in any statement, ex- 
cept once in New York City, (Indianapolis, Indiana) when | made an 
appeal to the Jews to help us lick Communism. From that moment 
they have attacked me at every turn in the road. In their publica- 
tions they call me a Fascist, something | am not; and as far as | 
know, | have never seen a Fascist. | belong to no organization. The 
Jews have forced me to discuss the problem of the Jew in self-defense. 
They are doing everything in their power in an effort to intimidate 
me and to force me into the camp of their enemies. The feeling 
against the Jews is growing rapidly from coast to coast. History is 
repeating itself, and the Jews are making the same mistake that they 
have always made in actually compelling history to repeat itself. 

Whether it is right or wrong, the Jews must bring themselves to 
the realization that the one hundred and twenty millions of people 
composing this nation are not going to be run by Jews, in whole nor 
in part. 

In a few days, | am speaking in the Middle West. A letter comes 
this morning telling me that the Jews are moving heaven and earth 
to prevent it. They have done that several times before. They have 
gone so far as to threaten me with bodily harm. Do the Jews think 
that that makes for friendship with them? In all they are doing, they 
are simply promoting anti-Semitism. It all goes to make us realize 
that many a Jew in our midst is an actual menace, a fomenter of 
Communism and anarchy. 

go to New York quite often, but | do not care to meet Mr. Strauss 
nor any other Jew or Jews, until they put a definite stop to the action 
of the Jews who are attempting to curtail my freedom of action and 
my freedom of speech. 

My mother was an Englishwoman, but | often have occasion to 
criticize the British and British policy as far as America is concerned. 
There is no difficulty when one criticized the British, the Irish, the 
Germans or the Italians; but let him mention the word, ‘Jew’, and 
immediately he is attacked.....But, the fact is that the most serious 
problem confronting America today is just this problem of the Jew 
and how to get rid of his influence definitely locally, nationally and 


internationally. 
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The Jews may feel that they are in the ascendency now; that they 
can beat the game this time. No, the American people are slow to 
act; it is difficult for them to sense the insincerity and dishonesty of 
propaganda, whether that propaganda comes from their government 
or from the outside. Slowly, however, they are becoming aroused to 
the dangers of the present situation, and when they act, they will 
act in no uncertain terms. 

If | were the best friend the Jews have in the world, my advice to 
them would be to change their plans before it is too late!

My letter to General DeLamater was dated April 21, 1939, and 
mailed on that day, | believe. How greatly was | surprised, then, in 
reading in one of those highly confidential reports furnished by J. 
E. Campbell, and dated April 26, 1939, the following statements: 

“This, Gentlemen, is the Meranus Plan. It might interest you to 
know that we have tried to find Moseley’s price. We even tried to 
arrange a meeting in Sir Bill’s office, but were unsuccessful. Other 
means will be used to render him harmless, as we can not tolerate 
his actions. He is becoming a menace to us.“ 

The same report continued:

| have no objection to that statement, nor to the plan indicated 
to liquidate me, but the incident checks up so accurately with my 
letter of April 21, 1939, that | read the remainder of the report very 
carefully. The following was included in the same report: 

“Example: Our enemy, Gen. Craig, will soon r etire. If after he 
does, he should suddenly, due to acquiring heart trouble, or because 
of acute indigestion of some sort, change his address to—Arlington! 
We would be well rid of him. We can not afford any more Moseleys!“ 
reported this matter, confidentially, to General Craig, giving 
him a copy of General DeLamater’s letter to me and my reply in ref- 
erence to the proposed meeting with Mr. Strauss. | have since had 
an acknowledgement from General Craig. 
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From another secret report dated April 20, 1939, | take the fol- 
lowing which will be of interest to this Committee: 

J . . . | would like to announce right now, that in the face of the 
attack of the Dies Committee, the League for Peace and Democracy 
now has a membership of 4,025,920 members. The largest in its his- 
tory. 2,814,372 of them are young men of military age, who will 
join the Peoples Army under No. 2 plan; or under No. 3 when time 
is right, will make possible a Soviet America. In either case, they 
can be counted on to purge the country of the Moseleys, the Cough- 
lins, the Red Baiters, and all other Anti-Semites. . . .” 

As already stated, this Committee has heretofore found to what 
high places in the Government, Communism has penetrated. It is 
interesting to note how many of these individuals, also, are members 
of, or connected with, organized Jewry. If this Committee is inter- 
ested in determining definitely the power of the Communists, in con- 
nection with the campaign for economic planning and regimentation, 
locally, nationally and internationally, it should study the organiza- 
tions of the various planning boards, noting down the names of the 
directors of each and seeing how these directories interlock, so that 
the final control remains in the hands of a very few. Such a study 
will give quite a clear view of the problem and the difficulties in- 
volved; also, it will indicate in what organized group the power lies. 

It is not generally realized how complete is the Jewish State as it 
is organized and operating within the United States—a nation com- 
plete within a nation. Your inquiry should include an investigation 
of the controlling organizations of that State. The big four are: 

THE AMERICAN JEWISH COMMITTEE 

THE AMERICAN JEWISH CONGRESS 

THE B’NAI B'RITH (An international fraternal organization; 
membership open to both Zionist and Non-Zionist Jews. This organ- 
ization does much of the espionage work of the Jews, in connection 
with the ANTI-DEFAMATION LEAGUE). 

THE JEWISH LABOR COMMITTEE. 

There are other powerful organizations of Jews which you will 
come to as you proceed. Bear in mind, their Nation is complete in 
every respect, including their own courts so prominently inst eit 
recently in the press. 

This question of Communism and national and W TEN con- 
trol will not be settled until it is thoroughly investigated at the top. 
We are not interested in the poor down-trodden Communist running 
down the alley, but we are interested in the great power at the top, 
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and the names of those individuals who control that power. | have 
had the temerity to challenge that great octopus and to expose it in 
an effort to protect our Republic. | wish to see control revert to an 
honest government and to millions of truly loyal Christian American 
people. 

Every loyal American citizen will support all efforts of your Com- 
mittee to save and preserve our great Republic by such frank and 
thorough exposure of the truth about existing conditions that the peo- 
ple will be on the alert against both revolution and counter-revolu- 
tion, either of which would jeopadrize our Republic’s future. Our 
Republic must not be permitted to be taken over by either Semitism 
or anti-Semitism. Discrimination or persecution against either Jews 
or non-Jews is contrary to fundamental Americanism, and this not- 
withstanding the undeniable fact that our Republic is founded upon 
the Christian philosophy of life, and has been, on that account, prop- 
erly called a Christian nation. 

‘Yet it is obviously absurd, and courting national disaster, for us to 
sanction or permit dual or divided loyalties on the part of any group. 
Consequently, it is self-evident that those Jews who affiliate with 
organized ‘World Jewry and thereby accept the status of being its 
nationals, as proclaimed by Brandeis, should be denied office-hold- 
ing, suffrage and all other citizenship rights in the American Re- 
public, just the same as we would deny such rights to nationals of 
Nazi Germany or any other Nation or Nationality. If American pa- 
triots are to be further harassed and) persecuted as un-American, 
merely because of their efforts to make known to the public the real 
truth about the nature and character of organized World Jewry, we 
should hang a sign on the Statue of Liberty, saying: 

“UN-AMERICAN ACTIVITIES WELCOMED. AMERICAN ACTIV- 
ITIES TABOOED.” 

(At the conclusion of the Statement, upon motion of Congress- 
man Dempsey, seconded by Congressman Voorhis, the Committee 
ordered the Statement's exclusion from the record of the proceed- 
l ings.)

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AN OPEN LETTER TO CONGRESSMAN DIES

My dear Congressman: 

Permit me first, in this open letter, to congratulate you on your 
Radio Address on the night of June 3rd, as | believe it will further 
stimulate the rising tide of Americanism which in turn spurs up 
Anti-Jewism, leading eventually to the return of Christian domina- 
tion of our governmental administrations with each native American 
proud of his or her origin. 

Former President Hoover once said, “You well know the wearing 
of hair skirts in the middle ages by way of reminder of sin and trou- 
ble. Somewhere lately | said that every man has a few mental hair 
shirts and that politicians differ only by their larger wardrobes—for 
certain individuals, newspapers, associations and institutions offi- 
ciate as haberdashers in this regard.“ 

From your address, it would seem that the most itchy hair shirt in 
your wardrobe is the enforced endeavor to white-wash the Mongolian 
Jew, his secret World Government and their satanic schemes of Com- 
munism, Bolshevism and Monism and at the same time smear our 
tried and true fighting Christian white Americans with a few mud 
pies mixed for you in committee meeting at the direction of the 
Chief Haberdasher of hair shirts, of whom former President Theodore 
Roosevelt (Aryan branch) said: (Chicago speech prior to attack on 
his life) 

"The Jewish Invisible World Government, with slimy hands drip- 
ping with the heart’s blood of widows and orphans and reeking with 
the foulness af national crimes, whispers in the ears of men in au- 
thority its traitorous mandates, and its influence penetrates the law 
making chambers of the nation.”

in your address, you totally neglected the vital question of the 
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Mongolian Jews, who obtained entry and citizenship through per- 
jury and who now constitute a pet revolutionary minority of more 
than 12 million. (Census shows more than 4% million Males regis- 
tered as Synagogue members, Jewesses and minors are not regis- 
tered.) You may recall, as a native Texan, that our 14th Amend- 
ment is one of limitation, limiting citizenship solely to Whites and 
freed Negroes, and barring all other races of color. The legal brief 
filed in the Jewish persecution of Robert E. Edmondson, a native born 
Christian, because of his pro-American activities, copies being on 
file before your Committee, proves that the so-called Jew of today is 
the Mongolian who adopted the Talmud as his so-called Religion and 
should not be confused with the Tribe of Judah of the Hebraic fed- 
eration which was completely liquidated by Titus, the Roman. It 
was about these Mongolians that our Lord, Jesus, prophesied (Matt. 
23:13-14-15) Ve compass land and sea to make one proselyte, and 
when he is made ye make him two-fold more the child of hell than 
yourselves.” And as Mr. Hoover so aptly remarked: The sons of 
evil have at least collateral descendants in every generation.” (The 
Jewish bankers crucified Hoover for this expose and caused the elec- 
tion of a more subservient vassal.) 

Now taking up your point of religious intolerance. Had you read 
the Jewish Talmud, precise translations of excerpts having been filed 
before your Committee, you would at once recognize it as not the 
creed given by Moses but the by-laws of a gang of murderers and 
thieves.

They obtain strength and power by sheer 
wickedness. Their code of morals is senseless and downright dirty. 
They are the haters of mankind, and they display hostility and hatred 
towards every non-Jew.” 

Napoleon, in the Council of the Empire, 1808, enumerated the 

-abomnible crimes of the Jews and said: “We must look at the Jews 
not only as a distinct race, but as on aliens. It would be a most aw- 
ful humiliation to be ruled by this, the most base race on earth. 

Nothing more contemptible could be done than the reception of 
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Jews by you. . . | do not want more of them in my kingdom. .. In- 
deed. | have done all to prove my scorn of the most vile nation in 
the world.” (Letters of Napoleon.) 

Our American Courts have defined religious tolerance as follows: 
“All religious beliefs, doctrines and forms of worship not inimical to 
the public peace are free.. However, the liberty of conscience here- 
by secured shall not be construed as to excuse acts of licentiousness 
or justify practices inconsistent with the peace and safety of the 
State.“ (Mormon Church cases.) 

If there has been any intolerance in our country it is the Jewish 
attack upon our Christian culture, and a review of their overt acts 
in the past is set forth in the Edmondson brief, which the Jews could 
not refute or deny. 

Alas! How true. Americans sure do need a thorough spiritual 
awakening. Not only do we refuse to execute the commands of our 
Saviour but our politicians and clergy seem to believe that He was 
“wrong” and that they are Wiser“ than He: that we must not be as 
full or racial hatred as He was. Let such renegade Gentile vassals of 
Mongolian Jewry refute St. Matthew 23:15, and St. John 8:44. Give 
me Christ’s truths any day over man-created falsehoods. Yes! We 
should love even our worst foes. That is why we must prevent the 
Mongolian Jews from doing their lust of murder—moral, mental, 
physical and spiritual. We must endeavor to prevent and cure their 
criminality. Love is one thing but connivance with crimes is a differ- 
ent matter. Day by day facts prove how amazingly right Jesus was, 
and the least we can do is to recognize His wisdom and desire to 
guide us safely in our everyday life. Why follow the anti-Christ? 

As a soldier fighting under Major-General George Van Horn Mose-

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HAS MARTIN DIES SOLD OUT 
To The Jewish Banker? 
By George E. Deatherage 


Christ had His Judas. The War of the Revolution had its Benedict 
Arnold. The question before the people of Texas—and the nation 
as a whole—is whether or not we have a combination of Judas ls- 
cariot and Benedict Arnold rolled into one, in the person of Martin 
Dies, Congressman from Orange, in the Lone Star State. In all prob- 
ability only posterity will be able to give the answer to this enigma 
that today is perplexing the people of this nation. Could a man, 
honored with a seat on the Congress of the United States, assisted 
by the other members of his committee, have sold out his people? 
Millions of Americans. faced with the greatest crisis in the country's 
internal history, are convinced that he has sold out—if only for the 
proverbial mess of pottage. 

This is my opinion. It is the opinion, not of a politician, not of a 
member of any political party, but of a plain American who talks 
plain talk and tries to keep his cards on the table. 

Down here in the hills of West Virginia we are plain people. When 
we have something against a man we go to him with it. It is my un- 
derstanding that the people of Texas are also plain and God-fearing 
people. A lie is a lie and a horse thief is strung up by the neck. A 
man who will put his brand on another man's cattle is due for a set- 
tling. Let us take a look at the brand on this Sacred Cow of Ameri- 
canism, which Martin Dies has run his iron on. 

We say “Sacred Cow,“ for the communists have appropriated the 
“Trojan Horse”. The joke of the whole thing is—if there be a joke 
in it—that the “Sacred Cow” and the Trojan Horse“ are working in 
double harness. Communism is 20th «century Americanism and) 
“Christ was the first Communist.“ j 

About the middle of last year, the Dies Committee was created 
by the House of Representatives to investigate subversive activities ) 
in the United States. This was a committee similar to that which had i 
been active in the previous session under the name of the Dickstein 
Committee. Dickstein is a Jew, and although he was greatly embit- 
tered by not having been appointed chairman, or at least as one of 1 
the committee, he was bitterest against his own people. For obvious- 
ly it was they who stymied Mr. Dickstein, fearful of public reaction 
to his hatred for Christian Americanism. They needed a front, who 
although not of the Jewish faith, would do the job for them. That 
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job was to attack Communism but carefully to conceal that Jewish 
leadership and Jewish bankers were directing and financing the move- 
ment. They secured Mr. Dies; and we must concede that he has ful- 
filled all their expectations. Do you hear any howl from the Left 
Wing press about Mr. Dies? Nary a howl. They have even stopped 
baying at the moon. 

Mr. Dies and his committee started out with gusto. They dipped 
their branding iron in printer’s ink and began a round-up of strays. 
They hit the Communists, they chased the patriotic organizations, 
they unearthed the Bund, and the air was filled with the whistlings 
of their wind-blown mounts as each dry wash swirled with the black 
water of the CIO Newspaper Guild. 

The Left Wing press, on the surface, was jittery and the patriots 
thanked God for Congressional assistance in rounding up the alien 
herd. All except a few of us—who suspected that they were rustlers, 
kept our powder dry and told Mr. Dies, officially in letters to his com- 
mittee, that we did not believe they had the intestinal fortitude to 
go through with it. However, being persuaded by some of the patri- 
otic leaders that maybe these lads were right“, we made eight or 
ten requests to appear before the committee and offered it our files 
and help. Mr. Dies did not reply to these offers. We told him that 
we did not think he had what it took to get the men at the top, but 
if we were wrong we would apologize and assist him in every way pos- 
sible—that being the way with men. If we're wrong, we'll say so, 
shake hands and buy a drink. 

The next thing happening was, that Mr. Dies sent a half-breed by 
the name of Metcalfe down to see me personally, accompanied by a 
court stenographer and a policeman, to take my evidence. Being 
what | consider a reasonably good citizen, | told this maverick that 
| would give him an interview. | told him a few bare truths, but as | 
related them, | stated as well that he would never take the gist of 
them to Washington—having a hunch that the only evidence he 
wanted—or that Martin Dies wanted—was such as confirmed con- 
clusions already arrived at. 

Metcalfe left. Within fifteen minutes the local postmaster phoned 
me that this Dies Committee maverick had lost his notes and would 
| help him find them? The investigator, the stenorapher and the 
policeman had not left town before they lost the interview. That in- 
terview implicated influential men, Jews and non-Jews, both in and 
out of Washington and so neither Dies or Metcalfe had the nerve to 
put it in the record. Metcalfe knew his boss. 

Said ‘Metcalfe returned to the Capital ranch and spilled a lot of 
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junk in the ears of the owner of the Sacred Cow and it pleased him 
mightily. Well done, good, and faithful servant. Thou shalt feed 
on bunch grass the rest of thy life, and have a waterhole all to thy- 
self. Go now and spread the good word amongst the multitude, at 
lecturing rates, using of said junk which has been so collected on 
taxpayers’ money.“ And lo! the half-breed went forth and consumed 
much hay in the journey. 

In succeeding months, Mr. Dies and his group did much talking 
and raised much storm in the press. The reporters, being wise, lis- 
tened and chuckled secretly at the great news—which they knew 
had been published years before in Mrs. Dilling’s Red Network, and 
which could have been bought by anyone for exactly one buck, 

Mr. Dies spread himself. He accused dozens of Christian patriotic 
organizations of being rackets, of being Nazi or Fascist, of being 
Un-American, Mr. Dies did not like them. However, he was guilty 
of the first crime of un-Americanism; convicting a man without put- 
ting him on the stand in order that he might defend himself. Mr. 
Dies and every member of his committee were safe behind the law of 
Congressional immunity. They knew they could not be touched ex- 
cept as one of the victims might catch them on the public streets 
and administer a personal thrashing. 

The men whom the committee branded as racketeers, and promot- 
ers of racial hatred and bigotry, had among them fine citizens who 
had sold their homes, cashed in their life insurance policies, beg- 
gared their families and well-nigh gone about in borrowed clothes, 
that the word and law of Jesus Christ might not be destroyed. They 
never knew where their next meal was coming from. They steadfast- 
ly believed that their Christ would not desert them. They had faith 
in Him who died that they might live. To follow in His footsteps was 
all they wished. And at night, when the day's uncertainties had 
creased their brows with care, some of them had nightmares of those 
great heaps of young and naked Christian children who had dotted 
the fields of the Ukraine, sacrificed to similar Dies Committees of 
the Kerensky regime.....They had nightmares of the fifteen thon- 
sand churches burned in Spain. They had nightmares of more than 
twenty thousand Christian priests who had died by torture rather 
than surrender their faith in their Lord. They had nightmares of 
Nuns whose bodies, dug from graves, were stood up in the streets of 
Madrid to be spit upon. They had nightmares of other servants of 
Christ, soaked in gasoline and burned alive. But that was not the 
end of the troubled dreaming. . . . 

They dreamed of over seven hundred thousand Christian souls in 
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Hungary, which the Jewish butcher Bela Kun had sacrificed to the 
leadership to which Martin Dies by his public crucifying of patriots, 
now does homage. They dreamed of the women and children of Mu— 
nich whom Ernst Toller, later in America as the pride and joy of the 
Liberals, had shot as hostages. It was the sworn antagonists of these 
—patriotic Christian people—whom Dies was condemning without 
public trial. He was judge and jury. ‘Strike that from the record!“ 
"You shall not present evidence but only answer questions, which we, 
both Judge and Jury, shall ask you!“ Shut Up!” Sit Down!” Here 
standeth the Keeper of the Sacred Cow!“ ‘Speak only as thou shalt 
be directed!“ 

Then behold, they came upon a plot, hatched by influential and 
powerful Jews in the Harmonie Club of New York. These were plot- 
ting to destroy the Christian government of the United States—and 
they referred to “Our Man Dies,” as one who would do their bidding. 
Their conversations were supposed to have been overheard by one 
George Rice, who waited upon them and served them drinks. This 
Rice, whom the agents of the FBI and the Dies Committee have 
strangely not been able to find, sold the record of these conversations 
to Dudley Gilbert of New York. 

Gilbert sent them to Capt. James Campbell of Owensboro, Ky., 
past National Chairman of the Subversive Activities Committee of 
the United States Reserve Officers. Campbell in turn had all or parts 
of them copied and sent out to other retired and reserve officers for 
their information. In all, about forty were recipients of these reports, 
which we must remember were supposed to be reports of a subversive 
plan aganist the U. S. Government. They contained the names of 
Morgenthau, Kuhn, Medalie, Bloomingdale, Strauss, Lehman and 
other powerful Jewish politicians and international bankers—and the 
name of Mr. Dies himself! 

| maintain that Mr. Dies knew that his name was in these reports, 
yet he did not retire from the bench until he was cleared of this plot 
against the Government. He took the lead in summoning before him 
and his committee, not the plotters against the Government, not the 
waiter who had overheard the plot, but the men who were, if such 
charges were based on fact, fighting for this government and all for 
which it stands. 

Included in the number who were summoned before this American 
Soviet OGPU, were Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, at one time 
Assistant Chief of Staff of the U. S. Army and one of the few men to 
have won two Distinguished Service medals from the government, and 
myself. At the time both of us had questioned the accuracy of the 
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reports by writing to Captain Campbell asking for the details. The 
letter in which | questioned the reports was seized by the committee, 
and the committeemen knew when they summoned General Moseley 
and myself that we would not use it until we had established its 
truth, That letter is part of the record. All of us did know, however, 
that the reports of the Jewish plot fitted our information from other 
sources as a key fits a lock. Yet we insisted upon being certain that 
they were facts and not rumors, And the keeper of the Sacred Cow 
was aware of it long before we were summoned, 

It is pertinent here to note that the truth or falsity of these re- 
ports has not been established. No attempt was made by the commit- 
tee to establish it. 

Was it, one might ask, because the name of Mr. Dies appears in 
them as one who would do the bidding of the plotters? Queer busi- 
ness! One must make up his own mind after he has read this record, 

None of the high Jewish “plotters” was subpoenaed to take the 
stand. None so far as | know, ever has been questioned. The waiter 
has not been found. The Keeper of the Sacred Cow, he who made 
himself both Judge and Jury, branded them fantastic,“ and care- 
fully kept frorn the public that he himself was mentioned as a stooge 
for the Higher-Ups! 

Did any of you read this in the press accounts? You most certain- 
ly did not! 

Those called to the stand were Captain Campbell, Felix McWhir- 
ter, Dudley Gilbert, John Hamilton, General Moseley and myself, The 
first to testify were Gilbert, McWhirter, Campbell and Hamilton, 
They were instructed before the hearing started that they were not to 
present any anti-communistic or other kind of evidence! They were 
ordered to answer the questions put to them by the committee and 
its attorneys and nothing more. On the stand these men were sub- 
jected to a merciless cross-examination. They were brow-beaten, bul- 
lied, stampeded under a battery of flash lamps from more than a 
dozen photographers who exploded the bulbs in their faces. Only 
torture itself was omitted. And all the time, not only the press, the 
photographers, but even the members of the committee and their as- 
sistants in the box were laughing, sneering and making fun of the 
witnesses, There was no attempt made to get at the truthfulness of 
the reports, The court had already arrived at its decision. So rotten 
was the procedure that Congressman Thorkelson of Montana pro- 
tested it on the floor of the House—all of which is part of the Con- 
gresional Record, 

It became overwhelmingly obvious that the whole procedure was 
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set up as a Jewish OGPU to discredit the men who had discussed 
forming a national Christian organization to fight the Jew Com- 
munist influence in Washington, and then throughout the nation 
They were to be bullied and ridiculed that the plan might go on. 

Note this following from the Protocols of the Elders of Zion, No.

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The trial went on. 

| was only to answer questions, but managed to get in a few short 
hooks to the chin when Dies was off his guard. Once he wanted to 
know why, if witnesses had discovered a plot against the Govern- 
ment, they had not turned their evidence in to Government officials.
